Final figures from the Los 
Angeles county auditor-control¬ 
ler, • released this week, show 
Sierra Madre’s total assessed 
valuation to be $8,298,470, an 
increase of $512,630 over a year 
ago and an increase of a mil¬ 
lion dollars over two years ago. 

The largest part of the in¬ 
crease over the past year re¬ 
flects the value of improve¬ 
ments. Building for the year 
1952-53 amounted to $314,330. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker says he seees in this an 
“indication of good, steady 
healthy growth,” A large pro¬ 
portion of the improvements 
are of the high-class type, he 
pointed out. 

The City’s budget estimates 
on income will be revised to 
take into account the new val¬ 
uation figure from the county 
and the entire operating bud¬ 
get for the year will be present¬ 
ed for the City council’s approv¬ 
al Aug. 25.

Supporters Mobilize for 
Presentation to Council 


CLEARING STARTS FOR 
$250,000 SUPERMARKET IN

Ground preparation got 
underway this week at 
Michillinda and Sierra Ma- 
dre Blvd. in preparation for 
the construction soon of a 
$250,000 Shopping Bag Su¬ 
permarket. 

Coronet Commercial filed 
a building permit applica¬ 
tion in Pasadena for the 
project which will be built 
by Coronet Construction Co., 
Inc. 

Construction is scheduled 
to start in 30 days. 

A Market Basket super¬ 
mart also is scheduled to be 
built in the Coronet Homes 
area. 


An open meeting of the Swimming Pool association a week 
ago resulted in the decision to present to the City Council Tues¬ 
day night, Aug. 25, a request for an $80,000 bond election to 
finance a municipal pool for Sierra Madre. This was based on 
the favorable result of the association’s mail survey of public 
opinion regardng a bond election for this purpose. 

Judge John C. Mead, new as¬ 
sociation president, cited a 26 
per cent return of 2400 post¬ 
cards mailed out to property 
owners. The cards returned rep¬ 
resented a total of 1104 voters 
and 843 of them voted “yes.” 
To date 91 more cards have 
been returned. “No” votes now 
total 417 against 959 "yes” 
votes. 

Discussion Lively 

Objections to the pool were 
aired by several in the audi¬ 
ence. Some also voiced quali¬ 
fied approval. The balance 
favored pool and election. 
Philip Mitchell, City Recreation 
director, pointed up various 
angles favoring a municipal 
pool, including the lifelong 
value of making children at 
home in water at an early age. 
Health, recreational and relaxa¬ 
tion factors for adults and chil¬ 
dren were stressed. 

A main objector to a munici¬ 
pal pool, from the viewpoint of 
the taxpayer, was expressed by 
Mrs. Hue Boyett White, a past 
president of the Woman’s Club. 
Her “Letter to the Editor” ex¬ 
pressing these same views, is 
printed elsewhere in the paper. 

Urges Lower Cost 

Mrs. Arthur C. Bohart strong¬ 
ly favored a pool at a cost low¬ 
er than the estimated $80,000 
and recommended the use of 
volunteer labor as a money¬ 
saving possibility. Her views 
likewise are printed elsewhere 
in the News. 

A1 Masters of the Recreation 
Commission summarized the 
discussion and moved that the 
association take the matter to 
the City Council.

WHAT DO YOU THINK, MR. TAXPAYER? Very recently 
Sierra Madre was circularized regarding a proposed swimming 
pool. At an early date the voters will be asked to confer on the 
taxpayers the obligation of paying for bonds covering construction 
costs of this pool. Can we afford it? 

As of June 30, 1953, the municipality's total outstanding 
bonded indebtedness was $101,400. This includes $16,400 in City 
Hall and City Park bonds and the balance in water bonds. 

Our total taxes fall into the categories of City, School, Gen¬ 
eral County, Flood Control and Sanitation; also State taxes. 

Sewer trunk lines are now in, how soon may we be called on 
for reasons of health to install laterals and private connections? 
What of these costs and financing of sewer bonds?
